El Seoule today says that King Manvel, 
Premier Ferreira, the civil! governor of Lisbon 
and General Lopes, commander of the munici- 
pal garrison, had a long conference last night 
regarding the situation.

Pomona College Students Will Have 
Every Facility for Astronomical 
Work—Fine Equipment. 

CLAREMONT, Feb. 22.—- Through the 
gamerosity of Liewellyn Bixby, 01. 
there is being built in Blanchard Park 
at Pomona College an observatory, 
which, with its equipment, given by 
Miss M. N. Hathaway and George 
Bixby, will place the institution in the 
front rank in the matter of astrono- 
my. 
The building is of field stone, to har- 
monize with the surrounding park, 
and, architecturally, with its pierced 
parapet, s a castle. It has one 
story, With a deck floor for open-air 
observations, and is surmounted by a 
a dome.

The equipment will include an equa- 
torial telescope, with six-inch objec- 
tive, a solar telescope of the coelostat 
type, with six-inch objective, for spec- 
trographical work on the sun; an as- 
tronomical transit with three-inch 
aperture, and a chronograph.

T HE FATHER AND THE FATHERS. -

of Lincoln, and then Washington’s. 

American citizens could do nothing more conducive 
to patriotism and to clear views of real American 
principles than to look into the careers of these 
three greatest of the fathers, to study their life 
work, to imbibe their sentiments and learn the 
methods they used in serving their country. If we 
would study more carefully the writings left by 
Washington, Jefferson, Franklin, Lincoln and also 
those of Clay. Webster, Blaine and Benton, we 
would have a better conception of American princi- 
the value of our system of government and 
ency to meet all emergencies than we have. 
who set themselves up as leaders and 
their inspiration from the lives and 
men like those named more, and less 
enry George and the little Swiss republic! 
en like these to make our laws, and 
ese to serve the country, we would 
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to follow the shallow and dmpracticable 
any half-educated dreamer. 

Let the office-chasing politician, who prates of 
patriotism while his mind is swayed by selfish. am- 
bition, take to heart these words of Washington's 


| first Inaugural address: 


“I was summoned by my country, whose voice I 
can never hear but with veneration and love, from 
a retreat which I had chosen with the fondest pre- 
dilection, and, in my flatterings hopes, with an im- 
mutable decision, as the asylum of my declining 


Lat the demagogue whose raucous voice is raised 

to express contempt of churches, of the scriptures 
and of divine providence weigh these words of wis- 
dom: 
“No people can be bound to acknowledge end 
adore the Invisible Hand which conducts the affairs 
of mon more than the people of the United States. 
Every step by which they have been advanced to 
the character of an independent nation seems to 
have been distinguished by some token of provi- 
dential agency.” 

Let those who think any conditions can ever 
justify any hostile invasion of one branch of the 
government by any other note the attitude of this 
great man, our first President, justly accounted 
“first in war, first in peace. and first in the, hearts 
of his coyntrymen.” There was some discussion as 
to the construction to be put on the fifth article of 
the Constitution governing the seating of members 
of Congress. Washington refers to the room theré 
was for doubt here, as there were no precedents to 
go by. This is the way he treats the snbject in view 


| of the plain terms of the section providing that it 
‘was a matter left to Congress: . 


“Instead of undertaking particular recommenda- 
tions on this subject, in which I could be guided by 
no lights derived from official opportunities, I shall 
again give way to my entire confidence in your dis- 
cernment and pursuit of the public good.” 

Near the end of Washington's second term, when 
continuance in the office might have been assumed 
as entirely possible, with great wisdom and self- 
abnegation he set the example which has become the 
rule in this country that no man should fill the ex- 
ecutive office three times in succession. He says in 
his farewell address: 

Should now apprise you of the resolution I have 
formed, to decline being considered among the num- 
ber of those out of whom a choice, is to be made.” 

Simple, quiet, but entirely effective statement 
which was taken as meant to be—final. He had 
taken the office the second time against his inclina- 
tion and only because the people thought his pres- 
ence in office desirable in the highest degree; in- 


deed, necessary to the public safety in view of the 


disturbed relations between us and certain foreign 
powers. ; 

The half-baked New Lights who think some vil- 
lage system gray with age should be imported here 
from some country district in Europe to bolster up 
our rickety system, under the constitution which 
Bryan says gives us a plan of government superior 
to the Constitution of the United States, ought to 
put thts in their hats: ; 

“You should cherish a cordial, habitual, and im- 
movable attachment to it (our system of govern- 
ment,) accustoming yourselves to think and speak 
of it as of the palladium of our political safety and 
prosperity; watching for its preservation with jeal- 
ous anxiety.” 

“All obstructions to the execution of the laws, all 
combinations ard associations under however 
plausible character, with the real desire to direct, 
control, counteract, or awe the regular deliberation 
and action of the comstituted authorities are de- 
structive of this fundamental principle and of fatal 
tendency. They sefve to organize faction, to give it 
an artificial and extraordinary force, to put in the 
place of the delegated will of the vation the will of 
the party, often a small but artful and enterprising 
minority of the community.“ : 

“Toward the preservation of your government 
andethe permanency of your present happy state it 
is requisite not only that vou steadily discountenance 
irregular oppositions to its acknowledged authority, 
but also that you resist with care the spirit of inno- 
vation upon its principles, however specious the 


pretexts.“ 


“It ts important likewise that the habits of think - 
ing in a free country should inspire caution in those 
intrusted with its administration, to confine them- 
selves within their respective constitutional spheres, 
avoiding in the exercise of the powers of one de- 
partment to encroach upon another. The spirit of 
encroachment tends to consolidate the powers of all 
the departments into one, and thus to create, what- 
ever the form of government, a real despotism.” 

“Tne necessity of reciprocal checks in the exer- 
cise of political power. by dividing and dcistrihuting 
it into different depositories, and constituting each 
the guardian of the public weal against invasions by 
the others, has been evinced by experiments ancient 
and modern. To preserve them must be as neces- 
sary us to Institute them.” |

ET THE JUDICIARY BE GUARDED. 

Every American citizen whose interest centers 
in good government, equity or the “square deal” 
between man and man, will find light in the words 
of Justice David J. Brewer, uttered in a speech at 
Baltimore Friday ‘night. The tenor of his remarks 
related to the independence of courts from political 
influence, from the influence of popular clamor, 
from the dictation of any person high or low, in 
public or in private station. 

The words ef-the eminent jurist are not in vain. 
We are rapidly drifting away from the form of 
government in which up to recent years almost all 
Americans have taken pride. It has been our boast 
that no such scheme of government had ever en- 
tered the minds of any lawgivers before our time, 
that it had more elements of stability and more of 
justice to the individual than were ever before de- 
vised. 

There has grown up a sentiment which openly 
attacks this judgment as to our form of government, 


and this attack has been so far successful as to 


establish forms of government for individual States 
which we do not hesitate to characterize as revolu- 
tionary and subversive of that form contemplated 
by those who made the Federal Constitution. It is 
our deliberate opinion that the State of Oklahdma 
should never have been admitted with its freak 
constitution. It ts immovably our opinion that the 
State of Oregon no longer has a republican form of 
government, such as the Congress is charged with 
maintaining in all States in the Federal govern- 


ment. 


Against the tyrannous rule of an overbearing ma- 
jority, unchecked by any legal barriers such as is 
possible in these. States, only one obstacle remains 
to protect the rights of the individual or of the 
minority. That obstacle is in the independence of 
the courts from coereion by the majority acting un- 
der any sudden impulse such as may carry a com- 
munity away from the unchangeable laws of justice 
for a time. : 

Represeniative government, not mob democracy, 
existed in each of the original colonies which 
formed the federation of States. This form of gov- 
ernment was assumed as a fact in all the proceed- 
ings under which the Union was formed and the 
Constitution adopted. The people in no State 
voted on the Constitution, but it was adopted by 
representatives of the people assembled in conven- 
tion. There was nowhere for a hundred years any 
provision for questioning the acts of any duly or- 
ganized representative body in any State, so long as 
their acts were constitutional. This question was 
to be settied by their courts, not by the people, who 
had no voice in the matter. 

To preserve the courts from undue influence and 
maintain their independence a court only could re- 
view the action of a court. When it came to the 


highest court in the country the members were to 
| who wore the name fulminated, aud kings, too, 


be appointed by the President, subject to confirma- 
tion of the Senate. No way is left to attack any 
decision of this court excepting the way provided 
for attacking the President, by impeachment.

There has not ber= one individ- 
ual right surrendered to human gov- 
ernment which the people may not 
withdraw, according to Dr. Wayland’s 
view. 

It niay seem to some a rather sweep- 
ing assertion to say that we refer to a 
greater American statesman, not only 
than Dr. Wayland and Dr. Dabney, but 
than Thomas Jefferson. 
Abraham Lincoln, in his first in- 
augural address on being made Pres- 
ident of the United States says: 

“1 hold that in contemplation of uni- 
versal law and of the Constitution the 


‘union of these States is perpetual. Por- 


petuity is implied if not expressed in 
the fundamental law of all national 
governments. It is safe to assert that, 
no government proper ever a pro- 
vision in its organic law for ts own 
termination. Continue to execute all the 
expressed provisions of our national 
government.and the Union will endure 
forever—it being impossible to destroy 
it except by some action not provided 
for in the instrument itself. 

“Again, if the United States be not 
@ government proper, but an association 
of States in the nature of contract 
merely, can it as a contract be peace- 
ably unmade by less than all the par- 
ties who made it? One party to a con- 
tract may violate it—break it, so to 
speak; but does it not require all to 
lawfully rescind it!“ 

It is impossible to conceive that 
Thomas Jefferson ever held in his mind 
any germ of the diaphanous theory 
that society may withdraw from con- 
stituted government every individual 
right surrendered. The difference be- 
tween a hazy dreamer and a profound 


keen thinker is well illustrated by the | ? 


quotation from Lincoln's address. The 
probabilities are extreme that if Jef- 
ferson were alive he would indorse the 
view of Lincoln and repudiate the 
theory of Dr. Wayland.’ 

Lincoln, with the incisive quality of 
mind which characterized him, seized 
clearly the necessary presumption of 
an organized condition of society be- 
fore any government is possible. Gov- 
ernments are evolutions of slow 
growth through countless ages. They 
begin far back of the patriarchal] age 
and involve the surrender of an indi- 
vidual right by a few individuals to 
one who stands in the position of an 
incipient patriarch. Slowly one indi- 
vidual right is surrendered after an- 
other into the hands of the patriarch 
whose power thus expands. Without 
the destruction of society and a re- 
turn to absolute savagery there can 
be no withdrawal of these personal 
rights surrendered into the keeping of 
the organized protectors and preserv- 
ers of society, of governments for the 
well-being of the individuals who sur- 


ised society. 

As Lincoln says, all governments as- 
sume their own perpetuity, another 
point Dr. Wayland draws mostly from 
secondary sources, rather from Jef- 
ferson'’s works.

Conditions in Famous Mexican Camp 


Are improving Steadily 
Now. 
“SPHRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
GUANAJUATO (Mex.) Feb. 18.—The 
vast few weeks have witnessed a 
marked improvement in conditions in 
Guanajuato. Many of the improve- 


ments which had been planned for the 


camp, and which the unsettled finan- 


cial condition had caused to be tem- 


porarily abandoned, will shortly be 


carried out as originally planned. Sev- 
eral large deals are under way involv- 


ing large amounts which, when closed. 
will bring many thousands of dollars 
nto the camp. 

Good progress is being made in the 


construction of the Mineral Belt Rall- 


road, which is to connect the chief 
mining centers with the Mexican Cen- 


tral at Guanajuato. Along the line of 


this belt road are situated some of the

cases to which the provisions of the 
Sherman act were applied was that of 
the United States vs. Workmen's Amal- 
gamated Council of New Orleans. The 
manner in which that case was de- 
cided and the later one pronouncing il- 
legal the application of the boycott 
by labor unions, removes all claims 
by unionites that the law makes any 
distinction between the laborer and the 
capitalist. The independent workman 
is protected under the law the same 
as the independent employer. Ninety 
years ago Chief Justice Savage of New 
York, in People va, Fisher, ruled that 
“the mechanic ig not obliged by law 
to labor for any particular price. He 
may say that he will not make coarse 
boots for less than 31 per pair, but he 
has no ht to say no other mechanic 
shall e them for less.“ 
tion of this interpretation of the law 
is the essence of all the labor troubles. 
The men who have come to the front 
in the union labor movement have 


pendent laborers to bend to union de- 
mands through boycotting and intim- 
dation. Violence has been so often 
restored to that the inauguration of a 
strike is at once an announcement that 
the parties against whom a boycott 
has been proclaimed must look out for 
his property that it may not be 
stroyed, and that the men who are

been made against men who have as- 
serted their right to work as they 
pleased regardless of the dictates of 
union thugs.

“LOOKING FORWARD.” 


oc . FRIES ON THE HARBOR. 

The Address of Capt. A. A. Fries on 
“San Pedro Harbor—Looking For- 
ward,” received the earnest attention 
of the members. He said in part: 

“It matters not that some individual 
members stood for Santa Monica in 
those strenuous days of 1896, when the 
fight was on, but the important fact 
is that the Chamber of Commerce as a 
body stood for, fought for, and poured 
out its money for San Pedro. to this 
cHamber belongs in a large measure 
the credit for the very existence of a 
great harbor at San Pedro. 

use the Word ‘great’ advisedly, for 
San Pedro is a great harbor. It has 
two miles of wharves, with twenty-five 
feet of water at low tide, and this 
will be increased by three-fourths of a 
mile of wharves with thirty feet at 
low tide. Then, too, it has those other 
essentials of every great harbor—am- 
ple anchorage room, with a broad and 
safe entrance into it, and the ability 
to expand all parts enormously. 

“In the east and west basins of the 
inner harbor, 60,000 linear feet of ad- 
ditional Water frontage is planned, be- 
sides the so-called Long Beach har- 
bor, which is in reality — wd the 
easterly end of San Pedro harbor. 

“The present inner harbor south of 
the turning basin can be deepened for 
$500,000, while the 60,000 feet of front- 
age north of the turning basin can be 
given a depth of twenty-five feet for 
about 52.500,00. To dee portions 
above the turning basin to thirty feet 
and to carry the improvements into 
the so-called Long Beach harbor will 
require $1,000,000. This makes a total 
of $4,000,000. This sum would assure 
a magnificent harbor. We will not 
need all of this for thirty years, but 
if we don't begin now to plan for it, 
we won't have it when we do need it. 
[Appiause.] 

FORTUNATE CONDITIONS. 


“But along with such expansion in 
wharfage room we must expand our 
anchorage area. Fortunately, the con- 
ditions for expanding the anchorage 
area could hardly be better. When an- 
chorage room must be provided inside 
a breakwater the flatter the ocean bot- 
tom is, or in other words, the slower 
the depth increases as you go out from 
the shore, the better. Off Long Beach 
this condition is. remarkably good, bet- 
ter in fact than at any other place in 
this locality. 80 fiat is the bottom 
there that it is two miles between five- 
fathem and eight-fathom curves—that 
is, between the thirty and forty-eight- 
foot depths. Inside the present break- 
water the distance between those 
depths is only half a mile. In other 
words, off Long Beach every foot of 
breakwater will shelter nearly four 
times as much deep-water anchorage 
as inside the present breakwater. Nev- 
ertheless, the present breakwater is 
properly located, because it shelters 
the entrance to the inner harbor, and 
because a breakwater in front of Long 
Beach alone would not have the proper 
protection from southwest storms. A 
20,000 foot extension of the present 
breakwater in seven to eight fathoms 
of water would reach almost to the 
easterly edge of Long Beach, and add 
at least ten times as much sheltered 
deep-water anchorage as is now avail- 
able—enough to anchor half a dozen 
fleets like Admiral Evans's. 

“The extension would not be continu- 
ous, because a gap will be required 
near the end of the present break- 
water to afford a convenient and easy 
entrance to the inner harbor. The fur- 
ther extension could be bullt from 
barges or from a trestle starting out 
from Long Beach. The extension 
should not be bullt with superstruc- 
ture walls of square stone, but should 
be a rubble mound, using the whole

“At present, under our form of gov- 
ernment, there appears no way of in- 
suring a free harbor 


highways leading away from them.

Total municipal ownership would be 
the Meal, but we are not ready for 
that. Twenty per cent. of the frontage 
is enough to control rates, and the 
time is ripe for acquiring that much.

“It is all well enough to say that 
the City Trustees have the right to 
fix wharfage rates, and that railroad 
commissions can fix freight rates. But 
let such bodies start to fix the rates, 
and they are at onc. confronted by 
the legal advisors of the corporations 
with an array of figures to show that 
present rates hardly pay expences. 


u can't get at the correct figures. 

ou are always at the mercy of ex- 
@ggeration and possible misrepresenta- 
tion. But 20 per cent. municipal own- 
ership will give correct figures to base 
rates on. Los Angeles, with her tele- 
phones, is just now ving a taste of 
what it means to try to fix rates when 
the city must depend upon corpora- 
tions for figures. * 

MUST AID WILMINGTON. 

“The work proposed by Wilmington 
is of very great importance not only 
to Los Angeles, but to all of Southern 
California, as it will develop some 3000 
or 4000 feet of frontage, with about 
thirty acres of land back of it, all un- 
der the municipal control of Wilming- 
ton. O hundred thousand dollars 
wilt not make anywhere near all the 
improvements necessa 
be the business of thie Cha 
Commerce to aid the City of Wilming- 
ton in every possible way. not alone 
with advice, sympathy and encourage- 
ment, but with hard cash. If you 
don't help t „ and they should get 
into difficulties from whatever cause, 
this land and frontage, of such great 
value to the @ity of Le Angeles, is 
very apt to fall into the willing hands 
of corporations. 

“The situation at Wilmington needs 
your attention day and night, because 
the town is small and its assessable 
property insignificant compared to that 
of this city. while the power and in- 
fluence of those opposed to the work 
is tremendous. Every thousand dol- 
lars spent now in aiding Wilmington 
will save you $10,000 in actual cost of 
improvements in the future, besides 
tens of thousands of dollars that may 
be saved you through a proper regula- 
tion of rates. — 

“T realize that this Chamber of Com- 
merce has many questions of great im- 
portance to deal with—the entertain- 
ment of tourists, visiting delegations 
and conventions, and the United States 
battleship fleet. all of

P. 8. well-known 
sugar beet expert ot pa is ‘stated 
in a recent interview with the writer 
that the sugar beets of the Corcoran 
District average 21.8 per cent. sugar, 
which is the highest percentage known 
in the United States. In the famous 
Oxnard section the average | is about 
18 per cent. sugar. 

In commenting on Corcoran, Maj. 
Carr said: “I have found the condi- 
tion in this district superior to any 
in the State for the successful culti- 
vation of the sugar beet. The lowest 
priced No. 1 beet land in the State is 
right here in this section. The finest 
beet land here close to town costs 
from $100 to $150 per acre. The same 
character of land at Oxnard would 
cost $500 to $600.

But he himself 
was no child, and he frequently re- 
marked that he was now too old to 
become a celebrity. 

He remained with Leschetitzsky four 
years, and every day of those years 
was devoted to earnest, unremitting, 
humble toil. After completing his sec- 
ond year, Paderewski ventured to run 
over to Paris for a recital, which he 
gave at the Salle Erard. The auédi- 
ence was small, and the young man, 
who was twenty-eight years of age, 
nervous and rather awkward and shy, 
made no special hit. But it happened 
that both Colonne and Lamoureux 
were present, and they felt a desire to 
assist the young man, in whom they 
saw a promise of future achievement. 
Lamoreux's offer being made first, 
Paderewski accepted it. and played 
with the orchestra of that name. The 
audience this time was large and en- 
thusiastic, Paderewskf had somewhat 
recovered from his fright, and made 
such an impression that he was in- 
vited to play at the Conservatoire—an 
honor which almost overwhelmed him. 

But he worked for two more years 
under his great master, and it was not 
unth May, 1890, that he made his Lon- 


don début.

He was then thirty years 
of age. an unheard of maturity for a 
pianistic beginner, but it was the real 
commencement of his career. 

Not even his London success was 
Immediate. for he was received with 
some doubt by the leading critics. 


Those performances, however, led to 
others., and he soon triumphed. 
On November 17. 1891. eighteen 


months after his London début, Pad- 
erewski made his bow to a New York 
audience.

TALE OF “OTELLO.” 


Opera Almost a Faiiure at Its Last 
Romawm Production—Peculiar Cir- 
cumstances of Itc Composition. 
The revival of Verdi's opera Otello“ 
at the Costanzi Theater in Rome, writes 
the Roman correspondent of the Sun, 


sodes of the composer's life. 

Before it was set to music the play 
was practically unknown in Italy This 
was probably due to the fact that it 
is lacking in tender sentiments and 
hence it did not appeal to the Italian 
public, used to witness episodes of love 
on the stage. 

Verdi, who knew the Italian taste 
thoroughly, and had already set to mu- 
sic Macbeth,“ realized what a pow- 
erful auxiliary love is to a musical 
composer and the many difficulties 
there are to strmount without it. Nev- 
ertheless, at the — of 74 he started 
on his work. 

For sixteen long years after compos- 
ing “Aida” he lived in voluntary exile 
and solitude in his villa of Sant’ Agata, 
centering his interest in his garden and 
horses. The true reason why he was 
prompted to compose an opera at 
time when the strings of his lyre were 


and when old age was supposed to 
have exhausted his musical genius has 
never been known. It is said that he 
may have been influenced by the fact 
that another Italian composer, Boito, 
visited him and spoke of his Intention 
of setting to music Shakespeare's play. 

Verdi may have then thought pf at- 
tempting the same work himself. The 
plot of the tragedy very likely appealed 
io his artistic senge, and this added 
to his admiration Shakespeare may 
have led him to interrupt his rest and 
begin the composition of his last opera. 

He gave no hint of his intention of 
writing an opera to any one, not even 


January 1, 1885, he sent, as was his 
custom, a cake to his musical editor, 


Signor Ricordi, who on cutting it 
discovered a 3 s r egg, in 
which a miniature by Moor was to 


be seen. 

Signor Ricordi did not connect the 
Moor with the opera that the maestro 
was engaged in composing. The fol- 
lowing year he received the same gift, 
only this time the Moor was a liad 
instead of a baby. Finally in 1887 
the Moor had grown to manhood and 
Signor Verdi notified the publisher tha 
the new opera was ready.. 

The libretto o Otello.“ was quite 
unlike any other that Verdi had set 
to music. It was not, as Wagner used 
to say, a field over which the composer 
could freely exercise his musical tal- 
ent. Hence the musi¢ had to be writ- 
ten especially in such a way as to form 
a whole with the work of. the 
dramatist, to complete it, as it were, 
and clothe it in melody. 

Verdi succeeded so well in doing this 
that his Otello“ is considered a mas- 
terpiece of Italian music. It was pro- 
duced for the first time at the Scala 
of Milan, with Tamagno and Maurel 
in the cast. It provoked enthusiasm 
bordering on frenzy. | 

Fully 4000 persons assisted at the 
first performance, many of whom 
waited for eight hours outside to get a 
place in the galleries. After 
each act the maestro was cheered 
again and again by the whole audi- 
ence, with repeated cries of “Viva 
Verdi!”

ARMY AND NAVY MEN. 


RIVATE JESSE TYSON, IR., 
Engineering Corps, U.S. A., has 
been a soldier since 1896, and has 

served with distinction through the 

Boer war as a British soldier, and in 

three divisions of Unele Sam's serv- 

ice—cavaliry, infantry and the engineer 
corps. He has a South African serv- 
ice medal with three bars, 

that he served in battle under com- 

mand of a general.

or “Bobs,” as the celebrated English 
general is affectionately called by the 
rank and file of the British army. 
John Tempany, veterinarian, Ninth 
Cavalry, U.S. A., at Fort Lawton, is 
the oldest army officer on the active 
list.

A new factory gt National City, a sub- 
urb of San „ will make a car t 
be called the Great Western.

in tit automobile. Of the other fac- 
tories, one, he Eureka, is in Seattle; 
another, the Sunset, is in San Joss 
and the other two, the Tourist and 
Durocar, are in Los Angeles. 

An abandoned carriage works at Na- 
tional City has been purchased by the 
Great Western Motor Company, and 
the machinery has been installed there. 
The, complete car has been built and 
the only delay at présent is in the en- 
gines, which are still having some ex- 
perimental erk done on them. The 
company is made up of the Hunt 
brothers, pioneer automobile mechanics 
at San Diego C. L. Brimhall, formerly 
of Los Angeles, and several other San 
Diego gentlemen. 

The new corporation is capitalized 
at $200,000 and C. L. Brimhall is presi- 
dent, W. H. Hunt, vice-president, C. 
E. Hunt secretary-treasurer and the 
remaining directors are I. C. Brimhall 
and F. 0. Farrell. The Great Western 
Motor Compeny began business on 
October 1, 1907. 

The engine is a four cylinder two 
cycle of a new type, invented by tne 
Hunts and showing it is claimed more 
power than any other form of two- 
cycle engine. It is not valveless like 
the Elmore, but uses intake valves, 
though placed differently than in the 
Sunset and Atlas engines. At present 
a Schebler 2érburetor is used, though 
the company will manufacture its own 
carburetor in the future. 

The body of the Great Western is of 
straight une design for five passengers 
with very ‘arge tonneau and folding 
extra seats.

THE PALATIAL ESTATE CREATED BY A 
Sr. Louis NABOB. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


5 AIROBI.—British East Africa has an American 
N Aladdin. He comes from St. Louis, and, like his 
4 prototype of Bagdad, in the days of Haroun al 

Raschid. he has created a great estate in a night. He 
has rubbed the golden lamp of his fortune, and the genii 
who serve it have chopped down the jungle and fenced 
in the. wilds. A year ago all was a wilderness. Now 
20,000 acres are under his pastoral or agricultural con- 
trol, and many miles of wire fences have gone up about 
it. He has erected stables for hundreds of horses and 
ponies, has a dairy supplied by over 100 cows, and a 
magnificent bungalow home with electric lights, ice- 
making machines and the other comforts which the na- 
bobs of St. Louis most love. All this is in one of the 
wildest parts of the black continent, where antelope are 
as thick as sheep in Ohio, where there are more zebras 
than there are cows in Kentucky, where the gnus are 


cropped out in our chat about farming, land holding and 
big-game hunting on this great African plateau. 


The Juja Ranch. 


The name of Mr. MacMillan’s big ranch is the Juja 
Farm. I see a posting notice concerning it in the Na- 
tional Globe Trotter of this week, stating that its bound- 
aries are unmistakable, that shooting is absolutely pro- 

hibited, and that trespassers will be. prosecuted. The 

farm lies right in the heart of the big-game country. 

It is on the Athi plains more than a mile above the sea, 
in a region which is high and healthy. 
| The Juja rancn is bounded by three rivers and is now 
surrounded by a wire fence. Inside the fence are thous- 
ands of antelopes, great droves of zebras and a large 
number of gnus or wilde beeste, which are a combina- 
tion between a horse and a cow and are of the antelope 
4pecies. There are also rhinos and hippos unnumbered. 
The hippopotamuses infest the lands along the rivers, 
and these streams are also inhabited by crocodiles. The 
_other day Mrs. MacMillan’s favorite terrier attempted to 
swim a creek not far from the house and was gobbled 


up by a crocodile. A day or two before that a rhinoce- | 
ros attacked one of the negroes who was hoeing the let-

A Pike County Millionaire.

He 
is about 33_years old; is dark~<omplexioned, tall, straight 
and fine-looking, and he weighs, | judge, about 170 
pounds. He is a man of culture as well as a man of 
muscle and enterprise, and he is also evidently a man 
of great wealth. He has already spent a fortune on his 
African estate, and I am told that he is now putting 
out fom $60,000 to $100,000 a year in improvements.

hunter who may have just come in chased by a lion, or 
from a long hunt on the plains. The house itself was 
imported from England in sections, the material being 
brought thirty miles by oxen over flooded rivers 
through almost impassable ‘swamps, and through 
a country filled with wild beasts. This is so also of the 
furniture, the wall papers and the beautiful engravings 
and books, and also of the modern farm implements of 
various kinds which are now used on the estate.

The cost of land 
ranges from 66 cents to $1.30 an acre, according to 
whether it is near or far from the railroad. This is 
for farm lands. Pastures can be bought for as low 
as 30 cents an acre, and homesteads of 160 acres, with 
the right of preémpting 480 acres more, can be pur- 
chased by installments, spread over sixteen years. The 
right of preémption lapses at the end of three years, if 


forty-eight acres out of the 160 have not been culti- 


vated. As a general thing the government will not 
grant more than 5000 acres to any one man, although 
10,000 acres may be acquired by special arrangement. 
It would take about 3000 sheep to stock 1000 acres of 
good grazing land; and the government estimates that 
the capital needed to start with 500 sheep and twenty 


cows would be in the neighborhood of $3000. 


Dissatisfied Settlers. 

As it is now, the settlers who have taken up small 
holdings are dissatisfied with the prospects. This 
country is a world of undeveloped possibilities, and if 
it were thrown open, as was our great West, each man 
being given 160 acres outright and aided as Canada is 
now aiding its settlers, the land would soon be taken 
up and a considerable white population would result. As 
it is now most of the best tracts along the railroad are 
in the hands of English nabobs, and the hundreds of 
comparatively poor men who came here from South 
Africa at the close of the Boer war have left. Many of 
those who remained are living in little galvanized iron 
shacks, and are not doing overly well. 


Nevertheless there is no reason why this should not 
some day be a white man's country, settled by white 
men. Everywhere above 5000 feet the climate is 
healthy, and at 8000 feet ice is usually seen in the early 
morning. A great part of the highlands has a good 
rainfall, and almost any kind of crop common to the 
temperate zone will grow. Farther down near the coast 
patches of cotton have been planted, and are yielding 
300 or 400 pounds of lint to the acre. I have already 
spoken of the coffee plantations about Nairdbi. I am 
told there are also good coffee lands on the slopes of 
Mount Kenia. Some tobacco farms have been set out 
along the Ramisi River, and vegetables are now being 


raised here for Mombasa and the other ports farther 


down the coast. The people hope to raise European 
vegetables for South Africa, and it is their idea that 
they will eventually export meat to that country. The 
greatest obstacles now in sight are the insect pests and 
animal diseases, but they will probably be conquered, 
and these vast plains, which are now supporting thous- 
ands upon thousands, of antelopes, zebras, gnus and 
other wild animals, will eventually be teeming with 
cattle and sheep.

Has ACQUIRED VALUABLE ISLANDS | 
_ ABouT Casco Bay.

ORTLAND (Me.) Feb. 12.—If Lieut.-Commander 
P be E. Peary lives he is likely to be a very rich 

man. Portland real estate men are just awaken- 
ing to the fact that he has sprung a grand coup upon 
them. 

In other words, the famous explorer has quietly cor- 
nered about all the desirable islands that could be 
bought in upper and middle Casco Bay. One thing is 
certain, whether Lieut. Peary returns safely from the 
perils of the Arctic circle, or whether his forthcoming 
expedition proves to be his undoing, neither Mrs. Peary 
nor their two children are likely to come to want. 

Lieut. Peary is evidently as good a financier as he is 
explorer, for while sojourning at his Eagle Island home 
last summer he effected the property acquisitions the 
news of which is just leaking out in financial circles and 
which is here made public for the first time. 

Eagle Island has for several years been t. Peary’s 


- stronghold, his fortress where he could retire at will, 


it is now stated he owns sixteen islands in the upper 
and middle bay.

Explored Thibet. 
REMARKABLE JOUNEYS MADE BY 

THE PunpiT A-K. 

From New York Sun. 
HE Survey of India has produced in its annual 
report the portrait of the greatest of na- 
tive Indian explorers. He was known to’ geograph- 
ers for years as the Pundit A-K. His identity was not 
revealed as long as he was likely to be employed again 
in the exploration of Thibet, where no white man or 

East Indian was permitted to travel. 

When he became superannuated the government gave 
A-K a grant of. land and other rewards for his remark- 
able services, and since then he has been known as the 
Pundit Krishna. The story of his wanderings for nine 
years in a forbidden land, even when told in the plain, 
dry style of official reports, reads like a romance. 

There was not a waking moment when he was not act- 
ing a part. Born on the frontier of Thibet, he could 
talk the language of the country like a native, and this 
was his one great advantage. 

He traveled always as a Thipvetan, now as a merchant 
with a considerable stock of goods, then as an itinerant 
pedier, again as a Buddhist devotee reciting sacred 
‘verses from hamlet to hamlet, and on two or three oc- 
casions, when necessity compelled, he secured employ- 
ment as a herder of sheep and goats. 

If his secret had been discovered his life would have 
paid the penalty. He was in peril many times, and was 
occasionally arrested and detained as a suspicious char- 
acter, but he always had a straight story to tell, and the 
truth was never known till he was living in the retire- 
ment and peace which he had earned. 

His greatest mishaps were that robbers despoiled him 
twice of nearly everything he could use in paying his 
way. Otherwise he never met with any personal ill- 
treatment, and the reports he made are remarkable for 
the absence of any expression of animosity against those 
who did him harm. 

The Indian government thought it politically of great 
importance to learn more about the vast closed country 
to the north, in which were hidden the resources of 
three of the greatest of India’s rivers—the Indus, the 
Sutlej and the Brahmaputra. So the government 
trained a number of Hindus who gave promise of be- 
coming intelligent and skillful observers and taught 
them the arts of exploration. 

They learned how to make route surveys and to de- 
termine heights and latitudes. It was strongly im- 
pressed upon them that they must keep an unbroken 
record of the bearings and distances on their routes from 
place to place, and also determine a few latitudes. With 

this information a fairly accurate map might be made 
of their travels. ) 7 

They were to obtain distances by counting their paces. 

This is a very tiresome thing to do, but the Pundit A-K 
kept it up for practically every step on his journeys 
through Thibet. 

Sometimes he was so well-to-do that he had two or 
three horses to carry his trade goods, and the people 
though it astonishing that they never saw him riding. 
Once he was clapped into jail by the, governor of a dis- 
trict who thought him worth watching. He was re- 
leased through the good offices of a lama, or Buddhist 
priest, who had seen him before and thought him the 
humblest and most devout man he had ever met. 

The lama invited the Pundit to his monastery, 600 
miles away, through an unexplored region, and the ex- 
| plorer had to ride a horse to keep up with the party. 
He counted every pace of his horse, kept up all his sci- 
entific observations, and no one was the wiser. 

The way he contrived to lull suspicion all through his 
four great journeys was very effective and ingenious. 
He managed matters so that the more scientific work 
he did the larger grew his reputation as a Thibetan of 

remarkable sanctity. As he walked his lips were al- 
ways moving, and it was evident that he was praying. 


Appearances are deceptive, for he was merely count- 


ing Fis paces under his breath. He was always finger- 
ing his Buddhist rosary, and every minute or so he 
would drop a bead. This act did not record another 
prayer uttered, but 100 paces walked. 


And then the Thibetan prayer barrel was always P 


‘slung over his shoulder, the instrument that places a 
prayer to the credit of the devout person every time he 
revolves it. But the barrel was packed with tiny field 
books and surveying instruments, and no one ever 
thought of looking in so harmless a place for anything 
contraband. 

Thus the rosary and the prayer barrel were of much 


practical service as surveying instruments, and their 
constant use gave the explorer an air of the highest re- 


spectability and propriety. 

It was necessary at one time for him to travel about 
200 miles in company with a party, and this was the 
only occasion when he did not dare to take any obser- 
vations for latitude or heights or to use his surveying 
instruments in any way. It was near the end of his 
last and most remarkable journey when he had in his 
prayer barrel the results of about four years of inces- 
sant field work, and all would be lost if he had any 
serious mishap. He dared not run the risk. 

On his last journey the explorer spent several months 
in Lhasa and collected a great deal of information about 
the holy city which enabled the Survey of India to 
print the first detailed account of this center of the 
Buddhist faith since Fathers Huc and Gabet wrote their 
famous book in the middle of the last century. These

While he was in Lhasa the pundit studied the sacred 
books of the Thibetans and committed a large number 
of passages to memory. He found later, when his funds 
failed completely, that it was a great advantage to be 
able to quote voluminously from the sacred writings. 

The bits of coin he received as he recited verses in 
one village after another helped him on his way. All 


his resources were exhausted a few weeks before he 
ended his career in the field, but by means of these reci- 
tations he earned enough money to help him over the 


Himilayas to his home. 


His friends had ‘not seen him for four years and a 
half, and as few of them were in the secret of his work 
it was generally believed that he was dead. One rumor 
gave uneasiness to the Survey Department, for it was 
reported that he had been seized by the Lhasa authori- 
ties, who had cut off his legs to prevent him from mak- 
ing any further explorations. 


It is not intended here even to outline the geograph- 
ical work he did. It is enough to say that in his four 
journeys he surveyed 4750 miles of Thibet, of which 2800 
miles were surveyed in the four years during which he 
made his last journey. 


All his explorations were in the eastern half of 
Thibet. He crossed the great plateau twice between 
north and south, penetrated Mongolia, surveyed long 
routes from the latitude of Lhasa to the Chinese border, 
and made Lhasa one terminus of his various routes. 
something that no other explorer was ever able to do. 


When the pundit and his servant reached the Indian 
border on the last homecoming they were emaciated 
with their hardships, ragged and destitute, but they felt 
triumphant, for they had brought home every instru- 
ment they had taken away and preserved every journal 
and field book. None of his brethren in the Survey 
equalled the exploits of A-K, and he is counted among 
the leading explorers of Thibet; but he had his limita- 
tions like his fellow surveyors. . 


Many have supposed that the Asiatic explorers ot 
Indian Survey were educated native gentlemen, bu 
was not the case. The survey was never able 


was given to the other Hindu explorers also, but they 

were not learned men. They had just enough education 

to be able to acquire the elements of surveying, to make 

the requisite observations and measurements and to 

keep up their field books.

LONDON, June 15.—All day we have been enjoying 
the rain. Between showers I went down street to see 


the chemist and to post some letters (the chemist keeps 
art materials.)

TO JUGGLE WITH THE CLOCK. 
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AND 
MONEY. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—The latest scheme to make the 
Briton “hustle” is likely to become a matter of 
law. It is the intention of a member of Parlia- 
ment to introduce a measure into the coming season to 
compel the authorities to advance the clock in April and 
retard it in September. It is hoped by these means to 
get our indolent British cousins out of bed an hour 
earlier during the summer months. 

This is the outgrowth of a plan formulated several 
months ago by William Willett. He called it a scheme 
for increasing the available amount of daylight,” but 
really it was a thinly-disguised attempt to rout the 
sleepy Englishman out of his beloved bed before the sun 
is high in the sky. ee” 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Willett’s idea is not a new 
one. This juggling with the clock is an old practice, 
especially popular in isolated districts where large forces 
of labor are employed and is is important to utilize all 
the daylight that is possible. What is new and interest- 
ing, however, in Mr. Willett's proposal is the attempt to 
put the practice into play in a large city where so many 
complications are liable to arise. 

The scheme, briefly, is as follows: 
‘It is proposed that on each of four Sunday mornings 
in April standard time shall advance twenty minutes. 
and on each of four Sundays in September shall recede 
twenty minutes. 

Those Whg are backing the plan have figured out that 
this will mean an addition of 210 hours or the equivalent 
of twenty-one days of ten hours each to the working 
year. Nor is that all, for it is figured that considerable

The plan strikes at an evil that is perhaps only to be 
found in England. In the United States your stores, 
your restaurants and the majority of your mercantile 
houses are opened at 8 o’clock. On the continent practi- 
cally the same thing is true. But in Great Britain few 
people think of getting down to work before 10 o'clock, 
and nobody dreams of getting out of bed for a morning 
constitutional before breakfast. Some of the restaurants 


‘open at 8:30, but they are few and far between, and the 


average stranger in London who does not know just 
where these particular eating-houses are, can go hun- 
gry till 10 o’clock. 


This habit of late rising may be partly traced to the 
English climate. Of course you can find some one to at- 
tribute all the evils of the English people to the climate 
and personally I believe it deserves all the hard things 
that are said about it. But, really, no one feels like 
getting out of a comfortable bed to jump into a raw, cold, 
sulphurous fog such as greets the awakening Londoner 
seven days in every week at certain periods of the year. 
In Paris the “constitutional” always precedes the break- 
fast with a large class, the Bois de Boulogne being a fa- 
vorite promenade in the early morning hours. But in 
the French capital there is an invitation in the weather 
—in the crisp, clear morning air. The London weather 
effectually dampens one’s overnight resolution. 


The Englishman doesn’t think much of that old saw, 
“The early bird catches the worm.” The spirit of hustle 
does not appeal to him, and when you are chump enough 
to quote the “worm” statement you are very apt to be 
met with the rejoinder, “More fool the worm to be up 
so early.”

‘6 GOSSIP for my hour concerning the eternal poli- 
: tics.” Thus wrote Emerson of himself. For oth- 
ers to write of him’ is indeed like writing some- 
thing concerning the eternal. To venture an essay on 
his intellect to attempt a critical analysis of its pow- 
ers or to define its limitations would be like venturing 
the ocean in a cockleshell. The horizons all descend to 
the infinite. My task for the Times Magazine is an 
easier one—simply to tell of my somewhat limited but 
still vivid personal memories of this wonderful man. 
These memories extend to the days of my boyhood, to 
my earlier and later years in college. Emerson was our 
greatest literary hero there. When we strolled into the 
woods or went on our summer vacations, we carried 
small volumes of his essays in our pockets, as many 
of us have inclined to do in the years ever since. On 
the banks of the Bosphorus and amid the ruined cities 


tal comfort and inspiration, as familiarly as in London 
and Paris. They seem to fit and cover all places and 
times and moods. 

But in those college years we wished to see our hero 
face to face. So we sent for him as often as we could 


quently came to the West across the Alleghanies to 
visit other literary communities as eager and enthusias- 
tic in their reverence for him as our own. Beecher, 
Goff, Bayard Taylor, Higgenson, Giles, Sumner, Starr 
King, John G. Saxe and other celebrities also came, but 
Emerson was always our preferred literary star, he the 
least oratorical in the popular sense of them all He 
was tall and angular and, without the studied grace of

Our little circle of student listeners were greatly in- 


terested in this volume of Plutarch as Emerson pro- 


ceeded to describe its contents, all of us being curious 
to possess its treasures: There sat among us in the 
circle a student with a classic face, modest and pleasant 
in manner, though usually grave and reticent, dignified 
but kind. He was the oldest in our circle around Em- 
erson, perhaps ten years the senior of the group. 
Though fluent imspeech and in his questioning of the 
great literary authority before us, he made no comment 
or sign on Emerson’s statement as to the rarity of Plu- 
tarch’s book (“The Morals.”) What was my astonish- 
ment, then, when meeting him the next morning on the 
village street, he said to me: “I observed your inter- 
est last night in what Mr. Emerson told us about the 
volume of Plutarch’s ‘Morals.’ We are a few hundred 
miles west of the Alleghanies, beyond which Mr. Emer- 
son believes the book does not exist, but I am so fortu- 
nate as to have a copy of the old work, and will loan it 
to you if you like.” I need hardly say that I was quick 
in my acceptance of my friend’s generous offer, and 
thus more than once read this first and oldest English 
edition of Plutarch’s famous “Morals,” which has since 
been several times translated into English by Clough 
and others, and is now readily accessible in our leading 
public libraries. But at the time, as in reflection since, 
I was amazed at the phenomenal self-abnegation of my 
friend, who with the opportunity of, glorifying himself 
by a word in the eyes of the great man, held his modest 
peace. It will be surprising to none to learn that he 
died at an early age—after achieving, however, reputable 
literary work of his.own. 

After this period I occasionally met Mr. Emerson on 
his lecture journeys in the West, once, notably, after 
his delivering in Dr. Colyer’s church in Chicago his

ins example, or illustration, of his subject, the wonderful 


story of the Arab sheik, who entertaining in his tent on 
the desert an English trayeler, was suddenly called at 
midnight from his tent by a courier to receive a mes- 


sage, and returned with a pleasant face to cheer his guest 


with lively conversation for hours. But on the follow- 
ing morning, as the Englishman mounted his horse for 
parting, taking him by the hand, the sheik said to him: 
“The courier who called me from the tent last night, 
came to tell me of the death, by accident on the des- 
ert, of my only son. ‘As I did not wish to disturb your 
entertainment and pleasure by the knowledge of my mis- 
fortune, I refrained from then telling you; but, as you 
are now taking your leave of me, I tell you, and invite 
your sympathy.” 

Generally at the end of these lectures, or readings, the 
president of the college invited a small circle of us, who 
were the especial admirers of the lecturer, to his resi- 
dence to meet him directly in person; and these certainly, 
were the noctes ambrosiae of my own college days. A 
these times the Concord oracle talked to us freely, sim- 
ply and familiarly on many subjects, but more fre- 
quently, than on others, as I recall it, about books. In 
such a man there was naturally no stiffness or conde- 
scension. One of these occasions is notable in my mem- 


ory from his having spoken to us concerning Plutarch, 


of whom he was a great admirer, making, as is well 
known, frequent quotations from his works. Some of 
these quotations we had not recognized as being from 
the “Lives,” then the only work of Plutarch known to 
us or the reading public. We accordingly made in- 
quiry as to the source from which he derived them. His 
reply is memorable as bearing upon an interesting inci- 
dent of literary history: “Oh,” he said, “those quota- 
tions are from his ‘Morals,’ of which 1 have, as I sup- 
pose, one of the only two translated copies in Ameri

famous address or sermon on “Immortality.” In this 
address it may be recalled that he cites as a proof, or 
hint, of man’s extended destiny, his love of all that is 
large and permanent in nature, the rivers, the hills, the 
mountains, the sea, and that he makes significant state- 
ment that “immortality is not length, but depth 
of living!” Walking with him from the church to his 
hotel, I recalled, with doubtless still youthful enthusi- 
asm, the occasions of my meeting him in these college 
years, and now I vividly recall his almost pathetic ex- 
clamation: “Oh youth, youth, there is nothing like its 
color and glory for this world!” He was then nearing 
his sixtieth year. 

Still later, I was accustomed to hear him, yet in his 
vigor, lecturing on eastern rostrums and to see him with 
Phillips and other leaders of great movements and re- 
forms, with which he was in full accord, sitting on vari- 
ous public platforms in Boston and elsewhere. He had 
begun life professionally as a Unitarian preacher, but 
had quickly broadened into more expansive and less 
conventiona! faith, approaching, if it can be in any way 
even approximately defined, an optimistic and spiritual 
pantheism. 

Freeing himself entirely in those earlier years from 
the bonds of the “orthodox” creeds, he for a time pub- 
lished the Dial, a little magazine devoted to religious, 
or rather irreligious, philosgphy and speculation. When 
he had outgrown this phase of thought he betook him- 
self to his final vocation of pure literature, or essay 
writing, and to occasional lecturing, for which he came 
into speedy demand. In years still later, the Dial was 
revived by certain young friends of mine as a radical 
publication denying among other orthodox tenets the 
divinity of Christ.

cAFRICA’S -AWFUL SCOURGE. 


SLEEPING SICKNESS AND THE FATAL WORK OF 
THE TSETSE FLY. 


_ [London Express:] A remarkable chapter in the ro- 
mance of medical research is being written in the open- 
ing years of the twentieth century. It deals with the 
fight which is being waged against sleeping sickness, 
that awful A n scourge the mystery of which con- 
tinues to baffle Scientists, and which has just claimed an- 
other notable victim. : 

The downright, uncompromising deadliness of the dis- 
ease is its most awesome characteristic. 
research expeditions which have gone out to Uganda, 
under government and private auspices, have got no fur- 
ther than to determine the cause of the trouble, and to 
alleviate its miseries. Anything like a cure has yet to 
be discovered. 

The population of the area principally affected was 
300,000 a few short years ago. Now it is 100,000. Two 
hundred thousand people have actually died of the dis- 
ease in this locality alone. , | 

At the present moment some 20,000 natives of Central 
Africa are in an advanced stage of sleeping sickness. 
Hope, which is said to spring eternal in the human 
breast, has no message for these poor souls. Their 
doom is sealed. 

Sleeping sickness, as its name indicates, bears a curi- 
ous resemblance to sleep. It is caused by the sting of 

the tsetse fly. The actual bite is not poisonous. The fly 
acts as & go-between, depositing in one animal a trypan- 
|/osoma which it has sucked from the blood of another. 
The trypanosoma, or parasite, carries death. 

After infection, the victim becomes extremely excit- 
able. Then he lapses into lethargy, followed by exhaus- 
tion. The periods of lethargy grow longer and deeper; 
the interludes of excitability shorter and more violent. 
Various glands of the body begin to swell, and at last 
the patient sinks into a state of coma, or continuous 
sleep. 
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No patient. when he reaches that stage, ever awakes. 
He sleeps on and on—for six months, a year, or even 
two years. Finally, Time takes him home, to the soft, 
long, sleep, to the broad, sweet bosom of death.” 

Natives live in abject terror of the sickness in the 
districts where it occurs. On its approach, they dis- 
mantle their villages and rush away. But the fatal fly 
follows them, and its area of operations is continually 
being extended. 

A traveler who recently returned from the sleeping 
sickness country—Dr. A. F. R. Wollaston—recalis with 
horror the devastations of the terrible plague in the re- 
gions which he traversed. The sights, he says, were 
fearful. People lay dead and dying on the roadside. It 
is the custom to turn stricken natives out to die; conse- 
quently almost every village presented a revolting spec- 
tacle. 

At a large Belgian post, Uvira, the population is dying 
by thousands, absolutely without any medf€al attention.

tral Africa over 3,000,000 persons have died from the 
disease during the last decade. 

Medical inquiry was initiated in 1902, when the Royal 
Society sent out an expedition for the study of the mal- 
ady. The cause was soon discovered. Col. David Bruce 
traced it to the tsetse fly. The geographical distribu- 
tion of the fly corresponded absolutely to that of the 
disease. Natives collected the fly in packets. It was 
made to bite monkeys. The monkeys contracted the dis- 
ease and passed into a sleeping state. 

The next question was: Where does the fly get the 
microbe? That mystery remains unsolved, although 
theories, of course, abound. 

Dr. Robert“ Koch, the eminent bacteriologist, who dis- 
covered the bacillus of consumption, set out to solve 
this problem. At first he thought he had found a cure 
in the compound of arsenic known as atoxyl. It cer- 
tainly gave relief; but only time would show whether 
the relief was permanent. 

Dr. Koch had to admit, a few days ago, that although 
atoxyl drives the parasites away for a time, they tend to 
return, and the disease ends fatally. No permanent 
eure from atoxyl, or any other remedy, has yet been re- 
ported. 

For more than two years Dr. Koch has been working 
in the Victoria Nyanza. Next to establishing the reme- 
dial value of atoxyl, his most important discovery is 
that the sleeping sickness fly lives almost solely on the 
blood of crocodiles. Possibly, therefore, the cure may 
lie in the extermination of the crocodile. 

Dr. Koch is emphatic on this point. “If we can de- 
stroy the crocodiles,” he says, “the fly will disappear.” 


comparatively easy matter. If the eggs are destroyed, 
we shall extinguish the species. Crocodiles deposit their 
eggs in well-known places. Every native knows where 
to find the nests. We found in every nest from sixty to 
seventy eggs, and my opinion is that by the destruction 
of these the fly becomes fewer and fewer.” 

Here the problem rests for the present. After six 
years of patient, costly, and dangerous investigation. 
the fatal tsetse fly retains its dreadful secret, and con- 
tinues to wage a devastating war against mankind. 

But medical science is alive to its responsibility. 
French, Belgian, and German doctors are-working at the 
problem on the spot with a feverish ardor which does 
credit to their humanity. A commission from the Liver- 
pool School of Tropical Medicine is working in Central 
Africa. In a few days’ time the second International 
Sleeping Sickness Conference will meet to prepare a new 
plan of campaign.

A SENTINEL THAT STANDS ABOVE 
THE GOLDEN GATE.

Y far the most interesting trip in the immediate 
vicinity of San Francisco is a visit to Mt. Tamal- 


pais, the lofty sentinel that towers in solitary ma-

Rising nearly 2600 feet above the ocean's level, ra- 
malpais stands a landmark ‘for hundreds of thousands 
of suburban residents; for the traveler by train as he 
skirts the bay from Port Costa to Oakland, and for the 
voyager returning from northern or southern ports or 
from distant lands across the boundless Pacific. The 
word Tamalpais is of interesting origin. Away back in 
the days when the white men were unknown in these

WINTER SPORTS IN THE POPULAR 
Swiss WATERING PLACE. 


From Pall Mall Gazette. 


HE sun high in a sky of cloudless blue; not a 
breath of wind is stirring; in the sunshine there 
is a comfortable warmth, and in the shade half a 
dozen degrees of frost—that is St. Moritz weather and 
climate. The valley and the jagged mountains, which 
form a cup around it, are all white, the sparkling, spot- 
less white of frozen snow. The lake is white, the roads 
are white, the roofs are white, and the pine forest which 
clothes the shores of the lake carries so much snow on 
the branches of the trees that it has been powdered 
down from blackness to the softest of grays. Up at the 
end of the lake where the road runs toward Maloja and 
Italy lies St. 


asleep and deserted and its big hotels shrouded with 
snow in the winter. On the slope of the mountain on 
the side of the lake which gets all the sunshine of a 
winter's day is St. Moritz Dorf, with, at its foot, the 
station of the mountain railway, from the sheds of which. 
rise clouds of steam. St. Moritz is a village, the high- 
est village in the Engadine, as the guide-book will tell 
you, and it has retained its village characteristics, 
though it is now a village of giant hotels with an outer 
fringe of chalets. The main street wriggles up the hill, 
just as it did when a few huts were all the houses, and 
little short cuts for people in a hurry join its turns. . On 
a mound above the village stands the tower of the old 
parish church, a church which has vanished. The tower 
leans to one side. The villagers when the church was 
built were too poor to buy a clock, so they painted a 
dial on the tower in red and dlue and yellow, hoping 
that passers-by might not notice that the hands did not 
move. The shops are village shops as to the outside. A 
library and stationer’s shop is the exception to the rule, 

shows a great expanse of plate-glass at a corner, but 
all the carved wooden bears and miniature chalets, the 
tortoise-shell boxes, the many-colored crystals, the 
watches, and jewelry and furs, and dolls and dipen- 


windows which must date from an early period of the 
village’s existence. The village blacksmith is the re- 
pairer of bob sleighs and toboggans, and his yard is 
littered with every kind of carriage that slides on snow 
and ice, and a chevaux-de-frise of skis serves as hi 
fence. The hotels are American in size, giants the beds 
in which are counted by hundreds, and the flags of al 
the European nations float from their staffs, for Prince 
Henry of Reuss is at one hotel and the Crown Princes 
of Germany and Denmark at another, and a galaxy of 
princelings, archdukes, and nobles of Germany, Austria, 
and France are housed somewhere in the village. The 
Grand, with a butter-colored face and a huge cupola; 
the Palace, the roofs of which are of dark-green tiles; 
the Schweitzerhof; the unfinished Posthof, part hotel, 
part postoffice; the gray-faced Savoy, the newest and 
most luxurious of them all, run by a British company; 
and the great nondescript pile of the Kulm, are some of 
the big hostelries of the village. By each hotel is a 


— 


| space of gray ice, the skating rink of the establishment, 


which no doubt in summer is a garden. 


St. Moritz in winter is not addicted to early rising. 
At 8 a. m., when the sky behind the mighty mass of the 
Rosatch Mountain is pink with the dawn, the only peo- 
ple stirring are the men with boots wrapped in sack- 
ing who scrape and sweep the skating rinks, and the 
tradesmen whose carts on runners go about with a great 
jangling of bells. It is not till half-past 10, when the 
sun suddenly jumps up above the crest of Rosatch, that 
the holiday life of the village commences. The first 
burst of sunshime has an almost magical effect. Out 
from all the hotels swarm a legion of young people, al! 
bent on sport of some kind. The men wear white wool- 
len caps and white woollen jerseys, and white woollen 
gloves, and breeches and gaiters. The ladies are also 
all in white except their skirts, and a pretty girl never 
looks prettier than she does when her face is framed in 
a white hood or a little fur cap is perched on her curls. 
On many of the caps and across the jerseys are badges 
and ribbons, showing that the wearer is one of a bob 
sleigh team. Sleighs with four or two or a single 
horse move up and down the roads, plumes nodding on 
the horses’ heads, bells jingling at their necks; and in 
the sleighs, half-buried in gray skin rugs, are some 
of the pretty girls, while behind each sleigh trail either 
a bob sleigh or a little flotilla of toboggans with their 


their arms, men with skates and boots in what look like 
brief bags, hurry up and down the short cuts, and the 
beginners at the noble sport of ski-ing flap about on the 
road with their long wooden slabs like a tired nigger 
danci a breakdown. The small boys of the village 
are abroa® ski-ing and tobogganing on the main street, 
in disobedience of the by-laws posted on all the notice 
boards, and the white-clad babies of the upper ten are 
pushed about in perambulators on runners or drag tiny 
‘toboggans to the very safe snow runs sacred to the

The villagers, in good broadcloth and round black 
hats, strap on skis, or harness horses, or drag bob 
sieighs from the sheds. They are the bees who profit 
by the swarming of the white winter butterflies. There 
are but few lookers-on in this village of winter sports. 
Some matrons enveloped in sealskin act as the hens to 
the little white chickens, and a few great-coated elderly 
gentlemen with “gouties” over their boots watch the 
curling and the skating and the bandy on the rinks near 
the Kulm. The road by these Kulm rinks, a pleasantly 
sunny spot, is the chief gathering-place in the morning.

Belle Meade. Plantation. 
TALE OF A NORTHERN TROOPER IN 
THE CIVIL Wan. 
By a Special Contributor. 
Naas “ever” ana the hardships endured by the 


fighting “rebel” and the devastation of estates and 
loss of property, of a portable kind, entailed at the 
hands of certain individual commanders, soldiers or 
camp followers, I must here explain that with reference 
to the persons and property of “non-combatants” and 
paroled Confederate prisoners it was the general and 
beneficent intention of our government to protect the 
lives and property of those who waged no war against 
the Union. 3 


In judging the passions and sectional hatreds of those 
dreadful days, let charity temper the bitter invective 
against abuses of the strict code, whether on the part 

ot the stern North or the fiery South. Now that we are 
again a united country and that the years have whitened 
the hair of the few survivors of that stirring period of 
our history, let the author choose for his theme the 
bravest actions, the nobility, the self-sacrifice, and ab- 
solute and devoted patriotism displayed alike by the 
North and the South; or let us dwell rather on the 
lighter side and pleasanter experiences—for in those 
five eventful years there was concentrated the tragedy 
of a century. 


It is therefore as I look out on the fair prospect of 
this beautiful morning and see in the hazy distance the 
rugged outline of our encircling mountains that the 
memory of the brighter side of life in the South comes 

2 like the quickening touch of the breeze from Old Ocean. 
Thus events of the long ago seem but of a year’s span, 
in spite of the lapse of time. 


It was in the early spring of 1863, when, after a serious 
 fllmess brought on by exposure, I had nearly recovered 
my normal health. To complete my recovery, | was 
detached from active service with our Fifteenth Penn- 
sylvania Volunteer Cavalry, and with a member of a 
Kentucky regiment was detailed as “safeguard” to the 
person and property of Gen. Harding, a brave Confed- 
erate who had been released on parole from 6 Union 


The estate of this noble-hearted southern gentleman 
was located on the “Harding Pike,” a model thorough- 
fare, about four miles from Nashville, Tenn., and was 
known throughout the South by the name of “Belle 
Meade Plantation.” Its owner was a very rich man, 
and was noted for his open-handed hospitality. The 
plantation was situated in a most — section, and 
the land was gently rolling and level, with alternate 
woods and meadows, and was rich and productive. The 
mansion was one of the handsomest country residences 
in the section. The architecture was of a style popular 
in the South, and the edifice was built on classic lines 
by an eminent architect of Philadelphia. It was con- 
structed on the exterior of white marble, and covered a 
large area, although only two stories in height; and the 
_ front entrance was most imposing. The general effect 
of the building suggested a stateliness and massive 
grandeur more typical of some Italian villa than of the 
new western hemisphere. A beautiful picture it pre- 
sented, surrounded as it was with fine old trees, wide- 
spreading lawns and set in a natural park of over 300 
acres. Edging on the woods, a part of the estate was 
laid off for a deer park, and in this inclosure was a 
herd of these graceful animals, and Gen. Harding had 
also there installed as an experiment a few buffaloes 
which he had secured from the far West. The planta- 
tion was also noted for its stable of thoroughbred run- 
ning horses which were bred and trained on the prem- 
ises; and there was a fine private race track right on the 
Those were the days of true, clean sport, and many an 
exciting race was run by the thoroughbreds of the ad- 
“joining plantations. The different owners joined in 
friendly emulation in this most inspiring of all sports; 
and as the graceful and speedy animals dashed around 
the track and were ridden in most instances by their 
owners, it was indeed a thrilling spectacle. Groups of 
gallants and beautiful women, richly dressed, looked on 
with enthusiasm, and excitedly cheered their pet steeds, 
and as the victor dashed down the line, in a wild finish, 
a burst of generous applause broke forth, and was 
echoed back from the woods. Those were the days

This inci- 
dent brought to our knowledge another grand trait in 
Gen. Harding’s character,-which I will here relate as 
showing his punctilious sense of honor. On discovering 
the loss of this fine animal, the general proceeded to 
Murfreesboro, where through the kindness of Gen. Rose- 
crans, the great Union commander, he procured passes 
for himself and servants to enable him to go to the front 
of our lines to search for his stolen property. This trip 
was successful in its object, and incidentally, of course, 
afforded Gen. Harding a thorough knowledge of the po- 
sition and strength of the Union army. 

On the evening of his return home, while sittuny in 
the library, I happened to overhear our host and his 
wife engaged in chat. She was asking questions about 
the trip and about Gen. Rosecrans. Without any delib- 
erate planning of the question, she innocently asked: 
“How many men has Gen. Rosecrans?” Her ever- 
courteous husband replied: “My dear, I fully realize 
your question is an innocent one, and I do not doubt 
your discretion, but you must remember that I took the 
oath of allegiance as a paroled prisoner; also that I was 
treated as a trusted guest of Gen. Rosecrans. It would, 
therefore, be extremely improper for me to disclose to 
any one—even my beloved wife—facts regarding the 
strength of the Union army.” 7 

In the kindly aid rendered, Gen. Rosecrans had made 
no mistake in trusting to the good faith and absolute 
honor of his southern guest. : 

Not many days after this evidence of the sterling 
character of Gen. Harding, there came an episode which 
distinctly broke the calm routine of our lives.

cAUSTRALIAN UEGETATION. 


ANTIPODEAN TREES.NEED MORE WATER 
 THan CALIFORNIANS GIvE THEM. 


By Ernest Braunton. 5 


O other country contributes to California so much 

excellent ornamental vegetation as the island or 

continent of Australia. That it should rank as a 
continent seems not unreasonable, for its area is greater 
than that of the United States, and its natural divisions 
and climatic range are as marked, for it has snow- 
capped mountains and broad ranges of desert and again 
gigantic rivers, cold days and nights, and still some of It 
lies under the equator. One peculiarity of its vegetation 
is that it is a land of evergreens; it gives us none of our 


* deciduous trees or shrubs. 


Not only is Australian vegetation peculiarly adapted 
to our soils and climatic conditions, but we have found 
it all wonderfully drought-resistant. The only point 
of value this article aims to record is the fact that we 
give none of the Antipodean trees sufficient water to in- 
sure their best development. We plant eucalypts on dry 
hillsides where at best they can obtain but a part of our 
twenty inches of rainfall while in their native habitat 
the average annual rainfall is often from 35 to 40 inches 
and their natural soil and position lies in the deep, rich 
alluvial bottom lands bordering the water courses. In 
fact, one may, when standing on an Australian moun- 


tain top. trace a river by the giant trees which flank 9 


from source to mouth. The same is true of the Austra- 
lian acacias and other trees. Acacia decurrens, known

“The scientific world in America and Europe is busy 
with the subject, and new results are of daily occurrence. 
Every one has heard of Mr. Burbank’s attempts to fix 
new varieties of fruit—apples without pips, plums with- 
out stones—though his marvels have not yet come ‘up 
to sample,’ as farmers say, and he has been without the 
scientific training necessary for the extraction of the 
full value from a study of Mendel's principle. More cer- 
tain and more essential progress has been made in Eng- 
land, where the lead has been taken by the School of 
Agricultural Science at Cambridge, and their results, 
presently to be published, are among the most remark- 
able. The work of Cambridge biologists during the 
last few years has made large contributions to the na- 
tional stock, though it is an unhappy index of our con- 
tempt for science that they are still handicapped at every 
turn by want of support.”

Another noticeable thing is the partiality shown to 
flowered cretonne for bedroom furnishings.

The small bed had a valance and spread of this cre- 
tonne, and the large wicker chairs were cushioned with 
it.

The dining-room of this studio was a study in old blue 
achieved at very moderate cost. Old blue-figured paper, 
self-toned, covered the walls, to meet a plate rail placed 
about six feet from the floor.

De furniture was in mission style, made of weathered 
oak, the chairs having rush seats. A serving-table with 
drawers took the place of a buffet, and it was topped with 
a chafing dish. There was a plain blue rug on the floor. 

The walls of the living-room were draped with old- 


a parquet floor in crazy pattern, over which are spread a 
few small Persian rugs. 
The windows, occupying the entire end of the room, 
are draped with fine lace sash curtains, with liberty silk 
'eurtains very soft and thick of gray with fine tracings

corner is a teakwood table about four by three feet 
having a marble top sunk into the frame, and on the 
top of it a solid brass lamp with a tentlike shade of 
gorgeous tinted glass.

age studio of even the richest artists. There was not a 

single picture on the walls. 

| The dining-room showed a departure from strictly 
Japanese effects. The furniture was of early English 
design in weathered oak, the chairs having seats of 
Japanese leather in green and gold tones. A paneled 
dado five feet high of dark wood surmounted with Japa- 
nese paper in gorgeous floral design lined the room. 

The low buffet of weathered oak showed only some 
curious copper dishes with grotesque handles and mount- 
ings. There was no silver in sight. 3 

The bedroom of the mistress of this studio had a per- 
| fectly plain pale pink-tinted wall. with white enameled 
moulding and baseboard. Almost covering the ceiling 
waz a Japanese umbrella in which many colors were

None of the new studios, an agent said, is decorated 

until the tenant has signed his or her lease, so that in- 
dividual preference can be considered in the color of 
wall paper and woodwork. Many tenants with ideas 
more extravagant than the agents’ decorate at their own 
expense and add space-saving devices like a mirror door 
and built-in cabinets and bookshelves. at considerable 
cost. 
What they spend in this fashion is more than made 
up by what they save in servants' wages, some of them 
think. The up-to-date studio building includes usually 
a man who can do valeting. Chambermaid service is 
furnished without extra charge, and meals are served to 
those who want them at a very moderate charge. It is 
possible therefore to get on very comfortably without 
hiring servants by the month.

Gardener’s Day. ’ 


T is proposed to give one day to the consideration of | 


vegetable disease and pests at the celebration of the 
opening of the Whittier Pathological Laboratory. The 
date of this celebration has not been announced, but it 
will be prior to the meeting of the State Fruit Growers 


Convention at Riverside which will assemble on April 


28. When this day’s convention of vegetable growers 
meets at Whittier the friends of the laboratory will see 
that their enthusiasm for it has not been misplaced. For 
reasons often given in this department we have had 
little public discussion on the home and field garden. As 
the business of trucking, and special field crops of vege- 
tables extend the utility of the Whittier institution will 
become more obvious. In the earlier days market gar- 
dening was so largely in the hands of Chinese and other 
unprogressive foreigners that but little good could come 
from a laboratory such as will be honored by the meet- 
ing at Whittier. But now all is changed or changing. 
High-class intelligence has been engaged in celery grow- 
ing; the American farmer is raising cabbage, cauliflower, 
__beans, peas, cucumbers, cantaloupes, tomatoes and sugar 


(~ beets each as field crops. Millions of dollars are in- 


vested in these crops every year, and the question with 
the Whittier laboratory will soon be “How much work 
can we cover?” in stead of “Can we find anything to 
do?” 

The Southern ‘California Pathological Laboratory is 
one of the State institutions in which I have had most 
direct and personal interest since the need of such a sta- 
tion was first mentioned. The university would carry 
on the same work at Berkeley if the Whittier institution 
had never been established. But the work can be done 
much better from a local center. This fact has been 
recognized for a generation by the national government 
in its support of the State and Territory experiment 
stations, and it is a good policy to continue in California. 
The field of the Whittier laboratory is peculiarly its 
own, and its work will not conflict with that of special 
experiment stations either State or governmental. I 
hope to give further publicity to the meeting at the 
Quaker City when the programme has been prepared, 
and predict for Messrs. Wickson, Smith and Neff a 
full house and an abundant interest in formally celebrat- 
ing the opening of the Southern California Pathological 
Laboratory. 


Tunisian Olives. 
r HE great interest in olive growing which is develop- 


lication of a very late consular report upon this subject 
from the account sent from Tunis by A. J. Proux. One 
point brought out will show why our olive trees do so 
well in some sections and so poorly in others: 

“The plantations in Tunis are made with splits from 
old trees eight to ten inches long and four inches thick, 
to which bark is still adhering. It is from this bark 
that the branches spring. The part of the trunk which 
has grown under the ground is reputed to be the best, 
but practically no attention is paid to this point. The 
prices paid for splits average $4.60 a hundred. No par- 
ticular care seems to be required, and they can remain 
without risk as long as fifteen or twenty days in the 
burning sun of the south.” 

“The soil in the most important olive districts is light 
and of a sandy, reddish tint, due to presence of oxide of 
iron, with a rocky subsoil. It is poor in appearance, 
which is confirmed by analysis. The earth proves to be 
abundant in potash and deficient in humus, and azotic 
and phosphoric acids. For some reason yet unexplained 
scientifically this soil when favored with a sufficient rain- 
fall gives as good results as the most fertile land. Reg- 
istered rainfall in these districts ranges from 12 to 16 
inches yearly. Earth of a yellowish color is considered 
poor for olives.” 

“In Sfax, the most important and progressive district 
for olive-tree planting, eating olives are of two kinds. 
Mellahi, which is pickled green for salting, is a round 
fruit which can attain the size of a small apricot; and 
nab, which js oval in shape and smaller than the former. 
These two varieties are planted in a small proportion in 
each orchard, the remainder being of the chemladi kind. 
The latter is a much smalier fruit, grown especially for 
the mill, and grows over the whole of North Africa.” 

“Olive trees are subject to a tax of from 3 to 9 cents 
each, which is not applied till the tree is twenty years

88 Quarantine Laws. 


BOUT the most troublesome and continuously obtru- 

-sive problem the horticultural officials have to deal 
with these days is that relating to the transportation of 
rooted vines from one county to another. Various coun- 
ties have adopted ordinances quarantining against the 
introduction of vines from stipulated portions of the 
State, and some of these laws exclude vines from plant- 
ing if sent into the county from any other section. I 
believe nearly all planters support these ordinances, 
though there seems some question as to the constitution- 
ality of the enactment, some authorities holding that 
the Supervisors have no right to pass quarantine ordi- 
nances of this character. Be that as it may, the ordi- 
nances stand as the law until declared void by a court, 
if that should be the result of a legal contest. Hence 
they should be obeyed by all nurserymen and dealers 
without question until so declared. The State commis- 
sioner’s office is taking this view of the problem, and is 


advising all horticultural officials to enforce the regula- | 


tions wherever they exist. 


I see no disposition tb the scene ef 
restrictive measures beyond rooted vines, and nursery- 
men should understand and respect the motive in placing 
these regulations against the vine. It is because the 
presence of phylloxera and the Anaheim disease cannot 
be determined or their absence demonstrated by the most 
efficient inspection possible. A competent inspector can 
locate insect pests and diseases upon all other fruit 
plants if the plants are infected. Consequently, no re- 
strictions are placed upon other than rooted vines, and 
in some cases cuttings of the vine. If there is effective 
resistance to these necessary restrictions, or the county 
ordinances are declared void, I believe a general move- 
ment will be made to have the next Legislature pass an 
act which could not be questioned, and which may be 
much more radical and inclusive than the present Super- 
visorial ordinances. The nursery trade in vines forms 
but a small portion of the business, and it is not very 
profitable. It would pay the nurserymen better to lose 
the vine trade outside their own county than to show 
a spirit of insubordination toward the will of the grow- 
‘ers, for it is the will of the latter to have these quaran- 
tine regulations in somé form. The nurserymen cannot 
make the plea that these restrictive measures may be ex- 
tended to other fruit plants. The wise plan would be to 
obey these laws to the letter and let the vine growers 
of each county work up their own propagation of resis- 
tant stock and govern their own affairs in the grape line 
as other interests demand. 


Bearing Qualities of Olive Trees. 


N olive tree will commence to bear four

Twenty pounds of fruit is a conservative 
mate at four years, and this will be increased 
son until the full-bearing age, when 150 pounds per 
tree is a fair average crop. The olive, unlike 
fruit trees, does not bear with uniformity.

The green olives 
are picked at this time, the largest fruit being selected, 
and the most heavily-laden trees are thinned out as this 
hastens the maturing of the fruit. An overloaded tree 
will take fully a month longer to ripen its fruit than 
one which has only an average crop. Great care should

In the earliest ages, women were slaves-—household 
drudges—beasts of burden—as many of them are today. 
In the early civilizations of Assyria and Egypt, and 
Greece, and Rome, women were either bearers of chil- 
dren, or ministers to men’s sexual appetites, as they 
are today, in most oriental countries. In the early cen- 
turies of Christianity, ascetic priests taught that woman 
was a devil, bearing upon her the curse of God, inher- 
ited from Eve, who, according to the Bible story, 
tempted Adam to his fall. Then came the Knights er- 
rant and troubadours, who proclaimed woman as an an- 
gel. Both of these views are, of course, wrong. Woman 
is neither an angel nor a devil, but a human being, like 
man, with many of his faults and failings. If, perhaps, 
she lacks somewhat in some virtues that distinguish 
man, on the other hand, she possesses some in which 
the male animal is woefully lacking. 

Of late, women have been trying to break into poli- 
tics. This the editor regards as a mistake. It is not 
thus that she may attain to her true position as a “help- 
meet for man, and the mother of men that are to be.

Formaldehyde is a gaseous 
body, prepared by subjecting methyl alcohol to oxida- 
tion. Formalin is a 40 per cent. aqueous solution of for- 
maldehyde.

Sick Hogs. . 

OG cholera recently made its appearance at the Sol- 

diers’ Home, near Los Angeles, and within a month 
over 300 hogs—almost half the herd—were killed. A 
sapient United States inspector, who visited the Home, 


You see, the sea gulls feed largely on offal, cast out | 


from vessels in the harbor, and ‘then flock to the hog 
yards at feeding time. Clear as mud, isn’t it? 

The cause of cholera in four-footed Hogs is the same 
as it is in human hogs—gross feeding, on unwholesome, 
sloppy food, which causes acetic fermentation in the in- 
testines. Fifty years ago, Dr. J. H. Salisbury conducted 
a long series of careful experiments on hog cholera in 
Ohio, at a distillery where 1200 hogs were fed regularly 
on slops. He made over a hundred postmortem exam- 
inations. He found that the disease was confined to 
hogs fed on moldy, sour and fermenting trampled- 
down corn, or distillery swill. In no instance did he 
find hogs dying with the disease when they were fed on 
good sweet corn and unfermented food. 

A large portion of the food consumed by the hogs at 
the Home consists of the remains from the tables. It 
may be asked why, then, don’t they always get sick, 
when fed this way. Well, they do, just as human be- 
ings do, but not sufficiently so to cause an epidemic. 
Sometimes, when their systems are imposed upon even 
more than a four-footed hog can stand, a lot.of them get 
sick at once. lett 

Hog cholera, like human cholera, is chronic diarrhoea, 
or consumption of the bowels. Eat clean, sweet, simple, 
dry food, and you won't get it—or any other disease. 
You will never find a case of choléra among hogs that 
are kept clean, and fed on fresh corn and alfalfa. Hogs 
fed on swill or slops or slaughter-house refuse are all 
sick and are doubly unfit for human food. ra

hat tuberculosis cannot be communicated from cat- 
tle to human beings, even when the patient is suscep- 
tible, and a second mistake in bringing out a now gen- 
erally-discredited tuberculosis serum, which has done 
harm, in keeping many from adopting the only real cure, 
has of late been studying the sleeping sickness,” in 
Central Africa.

food as sausage? At least, unless you have beer able to 
follow the process of preparation, from the animal to 
the dinner table. 

Here is another item, of a somewhat similar kind, 
from an exchange: 


“A physician has made a preparation from the dried 
tissues of animals dead of the plague, which, injected in 
large doses in animals susceptible to plague, causes 


speedy death; but in smaller doses, acts as an efficient 
protective against subsequent inoculations of the plague 
germ.” 

The next thing we may look for is a proposition from 
the political doctors to compel people, in plague- 
threatened districts, to be inoculated with this in- 
expressably filthy stuff. It might, of course, happen that 
an excessive dose would cause immediate death in the 
human being. What, however, does that .oatter? It 
would be another scientific triumph. Anyhow, it would 
furnish more revenue for the doctors. And many of 
them need it. 

Really, the preposterous idea that poison in the blood 
may be combated by injecting more poison into it is 
worthy of the savage who eats his adversary’s heart that 
he may absorb his valor.
